Nixon, lightning could strike, 
and Reagan might walk away 
with the nomination. 


Automatic Candidate 


Other Republicans say Rea- 


gan is automatically a candi- 
date because of the importance 
of his job and the size of his mil* 
lion-vote victory last November. 


"You've got to assume that if 


the governor does well as gover- 
nor of the biggest state in the 


Union, he has to be considered 
a serious candidate, even when 
he's not an avowed or overt 
candidate," said Lt. Gov. Robert 
H. Finch. 


Finch was Nixon's presiden- 


tial campaign manager in 1910. 


Reagan Insists he is not a can- 


didate for the nomination and 
has promised repeatedly to 
serve his full four-year term, 
"God willing." He has discour- 
aged out-of-state Republicans 
from forming organizations to 
push him for president.

Bridges and Available Funds 


The State Highway Commission compi- 


lation of a Wisconsin need of 82 major 
bridges costing an estimated $114 million 
will serve to put a favorite Fox Valley topic 
of discussion, the need for more or better 
Fox River bridges, into proper perspective. 


A resulting conclusion that there is 


nothing very unique about the bridge 
problems as indicated from the state report 
could lead to pessimism about chances of 
making any improvements in the immedi- 
ate years ahead. For the Highway Commis- 
sion's report is a pretty blunt way of saying 
that the state needs a lot of major bridges 
•nd that there is no existing source of 
money to make much of a dent in the 
required bridges. 


But the state report will serve another 


purpose. At the request of the Highway 
Commission, the report represents the first 
meaningful compilation in some time of 
Wisconsin major bridge needs. And what is 
more important, the report will serve to 
document the long obvious fact that the 
state legislature has not been thinking in 
practical or up-to-date terms on the bridge 
subject. 


State highway financing formulas now 


put aside a mere $200,000 a year for so- 
called long bridges. Against this sum, the 
Highway Commission now lists an estimat- 
ed financing need of $114 million for 82 
major bridges. 
The 1966 report of a 


consulting engineering firm hired by Green 
Bay which estimated the cost of a new high- 
level Mason Street bridge and its highway 
approaches at $15 million is an individual 
case in point. 


This obvious gap in construction appro- 


priation formulas has created some diffi- 
cult to explain situations in Wisconsin, 
aside from the examples which Fox Valley 
residents can quote. The most notable is 
the four-lane construction of Highway 41 
between Milwaukee and Green Bay with 
the remaining bottleneck of a two-lane 
bridge at Lake Butte des Morts near 


Oshkosh, a situation which is to be 
corrected if the highway construction 
acceleration act of the last legislature can 
be used as was intended. 


State Sen. Reuben La Fave of Oconto, 


chairman of the Senate Highways Commit, 
tee, has proposed creation of a substantial 
fund for state contribution toward bridge 
construction through segregation of taxi- 
tion from highway connected products. But 
this will still leave the question of the loss 
of state revenues from these sources from 
the general fund. The Highway Commis- 
sion's compilation of statewide bridge 
needs should become a document to help 
the legislature face this assignment of 
voting a substantial increase to the token 
9200,000 which now is provided annually. 


In addition to the Mason Street study, 


Green Bay has contracted for an engineer- 
ing study of a medium-level bridge at 
Tower Driver near the mouth of the Fox 
River, a project which has added signifi- 
cance because this route was to be the 
access to the site selected for the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Green Bay. 


Besides the badly needed Little Lake 


Butte des Morts bridge in this area, there 
also is the possibility of a high level Apple- 
ton Oneida Street bridge to cost $5 to $6 
million, a bridge across the Fox River in 
the vicinity of Stroebe's Island, and a pos- 
sible widening of Memorial Drive bridge 
in Appleton. 


The state report also includes a second 


bridge at Sturgeon Bay and a six-lane 
Highway 41 bridge between Marinette and 
Menominee. 


A realistic sharing of costs among the 


state, counties, and local governments after 
the assigning of priorities now *is a top 
legislative assignment. The record of state- 
wide bridge needs provided by the High- 
way Commission compilation should dem- 
onstrate that the concern over bridges is 
not one of isolated local nature, an attitude 
which has been a handicap toward gaining 
attention in Madison in the past. 


The Referendum Ballots 


The history of the amendment process 


In Wisconsin and personal observation 
suggest that there are a considerable 
number of voters, perhaps because of their 
inattention during the preceding stages of 
the legislation, who arc perplexed when 
they confront state constitutional revision 
referendum ballots at the polling places. 


An exceptional number of such proposi- 


tions will be handed to the voters, or listed 
on their voting machines, when they turn 
up at the polling places Tuesday. 


For those who are not prepared for 


them, the issues and the numbers of the 
ballots may appear forbidding. Yet there is 
no reason for them to be discomfited —• 
except as they may be unsure of the merits 
of some of the particular matters. 


Each .of the questions is expressed 


clearly. The voter should not hesitate to 


ponder a moment or two to assure himself 
that he grasps the issues. The voter who 
can read and understand the ordinary news 
dispatch in his newspaper will have no 
difficulty. The risk in submitting numbers 
of amendments at a single election is that 
the volume of matter may be confounding, 
to those who have given only casual notice 
to the long public discussions and delibera- 
tions preceding. But that decision was 
taken by the legislature, and it cannot be 
modified now. 


The editors of The Post-Crescent have 


examined these propositions diligently. 
Their views on the importance of the 
questions may differ but their conclusion is 
that each of the pending amendments has 
merit, and that none of them is likely to be 
harmful to the state, its institutions, and its 
fabric of organic law. 


Escalation May Become a Necessity 


The report of a subcommittee of the 


Senate Armed Services Committee and 
related opinions of support from other 
senators, provide a basis for concern that 
the process of escalating the war in 
Vietnam is beyond a simple making of 
decisions at the White House level. It may 
be that military circumstances must dictate 
what decisions must be made quite apart 
from the objective of keeping the war at a 
level designed to exert just enough pres- 
sure to drive Hanoi to the negotiating table. 


The subcommittee report said that 


restrictions on the air war over North 
Vietnam have resulted in significant con- 
tributions to the losses in planes and men. 
This is another way of saying that, if losses 
are to be reduced, the ground rules for the 
war over North Vietnam must be changed. 


Contrary to what the nation has been 


led to believe by the Defense Department, 
the subcommittee report said that, until 
last October, losses of aircraft in Vietnam 
were running ahead of fighter and bomber 
production. 
Only since February, the 


report said, has there been any meaningful 
excess of production over losses in Viet- 
nam. 


Aside from its meaning for Vietnam, 


the report has provided an additional cause 
for concern. Despite the nation's under- 
standable concentration on the dilemma of 
Vietnam, the United States has perhaps a 
more important task of retaining the 
balance of military power against Russia 
•nd Red China. As a simple fact, then, 
losses in Vietnam cannot be allowed to 
disturb this balance, even though it can be 
laid that relations with Russia no longer 
tan be compared with the Cold War crisis 
days. 


A more difficult to answer question was 


raised at the same time by Missouri Senator 
Stuart Symington, long an advocate of air 
power. He notes that North Vietnamese 
pilots have become increasingly aggressive 
and that American airmen do not under- 
stand why they must not bomb airfields 
from which North Vietnamese planes come 
to do battle. Another report, now with 
official status, says that ships in the harbor 
at Haiphong, also off limits to American 
planes, have been firing on American 
planes with missions in that area. 


The reason that present administrative 


policy does not allow bombing airfields is 
the question of where opposing planes 
would come from if the North Vietnamese 
fields were destroyed. Would we then be 
faced with the Korean war question of how 
to cope with planes based at fields in Red 
China? The issue of direct confrontation 
with China then would be unavoidable. The 
same reason at present precludes action 
against the docks and ships at Haiphong. 


But foreign policy considerations now 


are in direct conflict with military con- 
siderations, and the Senate subcommittee 
has provided the record of losses which 
are resulting. The dismissal by Hanoi of 
the letter of President Johnson and the call 
of United Nations Secretary General U 
Thant for a cease-fire leading to negotia- 
tions will increase the pressure on the 
White House to change the rules for the. 
air war over North Vietnam. 


President Johnson chose to bomb North 


Vietnam as an added means of providing 
pressure for negotiations upon Hanoi. With 
the new evidence that air losses are higher 
than they might be with extended rules for 
air strikes, it will be increasingly difficult 
to limit this phase of the pressure. Man 
must sometimes react to circumstances 
rather then make them.

village, it may 
work out 


differently in other cities or 
villages. 


4. — It is easy for persons 


without practical experience in 
municipal 
administration to 


dream up theoretical solutions 
to local problems when only a 
single aspect of the matter is 
considered, but such methods 
may prove utterly impractical 
when placed into operation. 


5. — There is no short cut to 


providing efficient and eco- 
nomical municipal g o v e r n - 
ment. If citizens cannot learn 
to effectively control the ad- 
ministration of purely local 
functions which are under the 
constant scrutiny of the com- 
munity, how can citizens ever 
hope to procure the proper 
operation of their state and 
federal governments which are 
far away and which deal with 
matters not so closely related 
to their everyday life? 


6. — If local decisions are to 


be made in Madison, local 
government in Wisconsin will 
deteriorate and sink to the 
levels found in other states 
which have never seen fit to 
grant local autonomy to their 
cities and villages. 


I say, home rule is worth 


fighting for. Or, someday it 
will be cut away and the 
citizens of cities and villages 
will awake to the realization 
that few local matters can be 
decided without running to the 
legislature or to some state 
.department at Madison.

Little-Known Duty of Court Clerk 
Season for Foreign Travel Brings 
On Rush for Passport Applications 


The busy season is just ahead 


for the Outagamie County clerk 
of courts' office. 


The upswing is expected not 


in civil or criminal cases, but in 
passport business, one of the 
lesser known functions of court 
clerks throughout the country. 


Actually, the court office does 


not issue the passport, but 
processes the application for 10 
U.S. government passport agen- 
cies, such as the one in Chicago. 


Passports are required for 


travel or extended stays in 
m a n y countries, particularly 
those overseas. 


Since the clerk of courts' 


office normally is the first step 
of the journey, the steady rise 
in the number of passport 
applications processed through 
the office of Sydney M. Shannon 
would 
indicate 
that foreign 


travel is increasing. 


War Prevented Travel 


A check into records by 


Deputy Clerk Gloria Johnson 
revealed that only six passport 
applications were processed in 
Outagamie C o u n t y in 1942. 
World War II travel restrictions 
held down the number, although 
six years earlier, in 1936, only 
30 passport applications were 
processed. 


By 1956 the number rose to 


112. Last year Shannon and his 
aides, serving as agents for the 
U.S. State Department, took 
information from 410 passport 
applicants. 


This year is running behind 


the 1986 pace. While 103 applica- 
tions were processed through 
March 1966, this year's three- 
month total is 60. February 
accounted for half of the total. 


Spriag Boom SeatM 


But spring will be the boom 


season. Last year started with 


only 16 passport applications in 
January, jumped to 61 in March 
and 54 in April, then peaked for 
the year at 85 in May. A large 
part of the spring total usually 
consists of college students 
planning summer tours, Shan- 
non said. 


The passport business drops 


to about half the spring level 
during the summer months, 
then dips to the yearly low 
during the fall. 


Peak passport months do not 


necessarily coincide with peak 
overseas travel months, since 
many travelers secure their 
passports well in advance of 
departure. An American pass- 
port, costing $9 plus a $1 or $2 
execution fee, is good for three 
years and is renewable up to 
five years. 


Head For Europe 


Traditionally, most persons 


applying for passports in Shan- 
non's office 
are 
bound for 


Northern Europe or countries 
bordering 
the Mediterranean 


Sea. U.S. passports are not 
valid in Albania, Cuba, and 
those portions of China, Korea 
and Vietnam under Communist 
control. 


Shannon, a veteran clerk oi 


courts, has seen thousands oi 
persons apply for passports. He 
said there has been "a tremen- 
dous increase" in the past few 
years, partly because of "the 
speedier methods of transporta- 
tion."

Q — Does the President's 


tax proposal have any effect 
on the return I have to 
prepare for 1966 income? 


A — No, the proposal does 


not concern 1966 income. 


Q — I'm a housewife but do 


some work in an office on a 
part-time basis. Are my earn- 
ings taxable if they are under 
1600? 


A — If your income from 


the job and all other sources 
is under $600 you do, not have 
to report this unless you are 
married and file a joint return 
with your husband. In the 
case of a joint return, what- 
ever income you have from 
jobs, savings accounts or di- 
vidends must be reported. 


Q - What figure on my W-2 


should I report as income? 


A — In most cases it is the 


amount identified as "wages 
paid subject to withholding in 
1966." If there is also a figure 
in the space identified as 
"other compensation paid in 
1966," then the two figures 
must be added and the total 


reported on your return M 
IMNM front that employer.

more than one employer In 
IMt a W-J is required for 
each Job. 


Q — A neighbor of mine had 


some hard luck last year and 
I paid a few of his bills. Can I 
deduct this on my return? 


A — Although your actions 


were humanitarian, the law 
does not consider gifts to 
individuals as tax-deductible 
contributions. 


Q — If I file a separate 


return can I claim my wife as 
a dependent? She doesn't earn 
enough to support herself. 


A — No. The law does not 


permit one spouse to claim 
the other as a dependent. You 
may claim an exemption for 
your wife is she had no gross 
income and was not the 
dependent of another tax- 
payer. 


Q — You billed me for 


taxes I just paid. Why? 


A — Your payment could 


have become separated from 
your return or Hie payment 
might have arrived after the 
day it was due. 


To clear this up, write the 


office which sent you the bill 
and give them full details on 
your payment (date, amount, 
purpose etc.). Be sure to give 
your social security number 
and to print your name when 
you write. 


It's a good practice when 


making a tax payment to 
write your social security 
number, as well as your 
name, legibly on the check or 
money order. 


Q — What can you deduct 


for medical expenses? Is it 
the full amount of the expense 
or just what we have paid so 
far? 


A — Only the amount you 


actually paid last year should 
be used as the basis for 
figuring your medical expense 
deduction. Remember to de- 
duct from that total whatever 
r e i mbursement, insurance, 


etc., you received for these 


Medical expense vhkh «• 


ceed 3 per cent of your 
adjusted gross income will be 
deductible. H o w e v e r , only 
medicine and drugs over 1 per 
cent of your adjusted gross 
Income can be included as a 
part of those medical ex- 
penses. If you or your wife 
are 65 or over, these limita- 
tions do not apply to either of 
you for the year 1966. 


Q — Our daughter grad- 


uated from college last year 
and has been working for 
some months. Since she still 
lives at home with us can we 
dahn her as a dependent? 


.A — It depends on several 


factors. To be eligible to 
claim her as a dependent you 
must have provided more than 
half her support for the year.

A - Yes it isductible as 


interest if you itemize deduc- 
tions. 


Q — My husband and I have 


separated. Who is entitled to 
claim the children as depen- 
dents? 


A — The children may be 


claimed as dependents by the 
person who provides more 
than half their support during 
the taxable year.

Charged With Favoring U. S. 
Mao's Anti-Liu Purge 
Reaches New Heights 


TOKYO (AP) - Mao Tse- 


tung's official news media today 
demanded that President Liu 
Shao-chi be discredited, repudi- 
ated 
and 
ousted.

charged with favoring the Unit- 
ed States after World War II. 


The steady increase of official 


attacks on Liu, an official de- 
fense of zealous Red Guards, 
and a claim that Mao's cultural 
revolution is entering a new 
phase pointed to intensification 
of the mainland purge after a 
period of relatively subdued ac- 
tivity. There were signs, how- 
ever, of continued anti-Maoist 
resistance. 


Attacks on Liu came from the

The Red Flag attack on Liu 


indicated the Chinese Commu- 
nist hierarchy may have beenj 
sharply divided in 1945 when the 
United States tried to bring the 
Chinese Communists and Na- 
tionalists together. 


Red Flag said "the top party

President Wants Changes, but Only Minor Ones 
U.S. Loses $50 Billion Each Year in Tax Loopholes

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House has planted a go- 
slow sign in the way of congres- 
sional proposals to plug some of 
the major tax loopholes through 
which an estimated $50 billion of 
revenue escape every year.

changes, mostly cinching up 
corporation tax rules and offset- 
ting any revenue increases" by 
tax relief for lower-income fa- 
milies.

Information to Voters 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence will receive a ballot from the ballot 


clerk which must have indorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon 
receiving his ballot the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot 
clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any 
manner whom to vote for. 


At a nonpartisan election, the voter shall place a crass or other mark in the square at the right of the1 name of the 
candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of any other candidate. 


If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead,but not more than 
three in all shall be issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots 
or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and 


the signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compart- 
ment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass 
out of the voting place. 


A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability 


he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the 
voter; and if he declares that he is visually handicapped, he may have anyone assist him in marking his ballot or 
operating a voting machine. The presiding officer may administer an Oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.
